On numerous occasions, Lee spoke to me about the keen 
responsibility he felt for the livelihood of his employees and the hardships they 
would endure should TBW cease to exist.

My husband and I are friends of Lee Farkas, and we want to share our experiences with 
and feelings foi him. 

We are retired professionals, in our seventies: one, a retired school teacher and the 
other, a retired attorney. In our professional dealings with so many people over the 
many years, we have come to understand and appreciate the behavior and the morality 
of human beings. We can attest to the character of Lee. He is one of the most caring, 
gentle, and spiritual men that we have ever known. 

We would like to relate a simple event that occurred last year, which may help you to 
know another side of Lee Farkas - the Lee Farkas we know. In a discussion with Lee, 
he learned that we regretted not having had a Passover Seder in our home for many ' 
years. To our surprise, he subsequently planned to come to Chicago in order to make 
this Seder possible, thereby providing for us a meaningful experience. He first mailed to 
us the necessary prayer books for the Passover service. Upon his arrival in Chicago, 
he shopped for the required ritual foods, prepared them himself, and set up the table as 
required for the Seder. He then led the ceremony. What a delight for us; and it was 
apparent, also, that Lee loved giving us this opportunity to experience times past. When 
all was over, Lee would not allow us to even help with the clean-up. He accomplished 
something very special for us - something we will long remember. 

Lee seems always to put himself last. Since his indictment, my husband and I frequently 
asked Lee how he was coping and how we could help him. His answer was always the 

same "I'm fine", he would say. "I'll get through this. I don't want you to worry about 

me. You need to take care of yourselves." This response was so typical of Lee - 

reassuring ys putting ojjLconcems before hjs_. It breaks our hearts to feel that this 

man can be so misunderstood - that others may not be able to see another side of the 
person we know. 

Our hope is that these few examples can give you a glimpse into the true nature of Lee 
Farkas. He is a remarkable and caring person, and it has been our pleasure to know 

him.
